As a four-year member of the 
Montgomery Street Motorcycle Club, I 
would listen to Bryce Schueler extoll 
the virtues of riding in Spain or Michael 
(Cochise) Ansara, casually mention 
riding a Triumph through the heather in 
England. 

Now, I’m not the jealous type, but 
after poking my Honda into just about 
every nook and cranny in California, I 
was fair game when the Von Thielman 
BMW brochure came across my desk. 

It took a hurried conference with the 
family and a phone call to the Von 
Thielman home in San Diego and some 
weeks later, I was aboard an American 
747 departing for New York, carrying a 
gadget bag filled with 23 Ibs. of 
cameras, bike chain, lock, binoculars, 
film and passport. 

As the plane was taxiing for takeoff, I 
opened the Van Thielman tour packet

to check the membership of the 
International Four. 
The first correspondence I. came 


across was a statement for $2,933.55.

As I recall, I had one hour of night 
before the sun came up in Amsterdam, 
After the normal confusion of 300 
passengers trying to exit one door at the 
same time, we entered Schiphol 
Airport, better known as the Freeport 
Super Market of the World. 

By now the blue jackets were 
warming to each other and little groups 
were forming. (These would change 

throughout the ride.) After a slight 
delay, our DC9 arrived in Munich under 
a heavy overcast and for the first time, 
many of us met our tour director, Dita 
Von Thielman. She spoke five languages 
and no matter what any tour book tells 
you, very few natives of any land speak 
English. 

We boarded a bus for Gemering, a 
small village on the outskirts of Munich, 
where Krauser, the BMW dealer who 
handles all over seas shipments, is 
located. There, a gentle rain greeted us 
as our bus parked next to 23 virgin 
BMWs; 21 are R75 and two R60s. On 
the handlebars of each is a bouquet of 
flowers. 

Some had fairings, others had saddle 
bags and as we exited the bus there was 
a concerted rush to claim the bike most 
closely resembling that which we had 
ordered. In only a couple of instances 
were there problems in accessories. As 
the new owners milled about comparing 
equipment and checking for scratches, it 
was readily apparent that the 
overwhelming complaint was in regard 
to the luggage racks. 

The rack, costing $26.60 plus $8 
installation, extended aft a short five 
inches, sufficient to carry a club 
sandwich. Apparently, Germans do not 
load up with sleeping bags, shaving gear, 
etc. 

My plans for a bungie-corded duffel 
bag were soon replaced by the purchase 
of custom twin fiber-glass German 1972 
International BMW Rally panniers at 



























































The day started pleasantly in Zurich and ended up with, nasty mountain 
eee:

free of charge. Further comments 
included placement of carburetors, 
skinned shins on cylinders, mushy 


brakes, top heavy, bottom heavy, etc. 

The next day, several of us headed 
for Munich and our first checkpoint. 
The 25-minute ride turned into 1% 
hours of horror-filled riding the wrong 
way up one way streets, attempting to 
translate street and traffic signs, and 
using my kitchen German on a 62-year 
old hausfrau that thought we were 
propositioning her. We finally located 
the checkpoint and had our tour book 
duly stamped, only four more to go. 

That aftemoon we returned >to 
Krauser’s and had some minor 
adjustments made to our mounts and 
shopped their display of accessories. T 
had previously bought a light weight 
rain suit in Pebble Beach for $30, and in 
pricing Krauser’s, quietly congratulated 
myself. His suits were lined, looked 
great, but sold for over $100. Later I 
was to wish I had a set of his gear. His 
prices are high but the merchandise is of 
excellent quality. 

That night at dinner, we all felt fully 
qualified for any MX after the day in 
Munich. 

Our first day on the road and the 
schedule called for a final destination of 
Rothenburg Ob der Tauber. 

For the first time, we were exposed 
to rural Germany with its small villages 
every 3-5 miles. The sight of our first 
castle and walled city with its narrow 
cobblestone streets was just like the 
National Geographic Magazine. 

I should point out at this time that 
the Alpine Motoring Contest is open to 
all legal residents of the countries of the 
American hemisphere. Participants in 
the Rally have the free choice of many 
routes through the Alps. A golden 
plaque is awarded to those contestants 
who-have visited five Alpine countries in 
a two year period. (We had less than 
three weeks.) A silver plaque is awarded 
to those who have visited three Alpine 
countries and had their control books 
properly stamped. 

The next day, three of us promptly 
got lost for an hour in the rain as we 
desperately searched for the autobahn 
to Heidelberg that we knew must be 
paralleling our course. In checking the 
map later we found we were doing a 
series of 360’s. 

We finally made contact and our first 
experience with this most super of all 
highways was mighty frustrating. Our 
top speed was 70 mph at 4000 rpm on 
the new bikes. We felt like getting off 
and. walking as the sophisticated 
machinery of Europe passed us at twice 
this speed. 

We arrived at Ludwig’s Castle with 
the help of a friendly native who had us 
follow him to the hotel and I spent the 
next hour cleaning my bike. I took out 
one of the most complete factory tool 
kits I have ever seen from under the seat 
and set to work tightening nuts and 
screws. 

I didn't find one after 10 minutes of 
investigation when the thought that the 
Germans used a special epoxy glue 
crossed my mind. The more I ride this 


bike, the more I like it. The idling is 
improving with 436 miles on the 
odometer. 


We went to the Red Ox Inn where 
the students of Heidelberg have been 
coming since 1703. The walls are 
covered with their various fraternity 
emblems. Dueling was a large part of 
this life and they say it still continues 
on an underground basis. After your 
third beer you can almost hear the 
Student Prince sing. 

Our group assembled at an Aral gas 
station following breakfast where 
Michael Berger, the BMW mechanic, 
who followed us throughout the tour in 
a VW van, changed oil and filters and 
attended to minor carburetor and valve 
adjustments. 

We were informed that we may now 
push the rpm’s to 5000, which gave us a 
fighting chance on the autobahn. 

We awakened to a sunny day and 
after an hour of getting out of the city, 
due to road construction, we were on 
our way to Shonmunzach, via the Black 
Forest. 

Whoever originated tie expression, 
“Gott Mit Uns”, had to be thinking of 
the German motorist. He passes on 
blind curves, VWs challenge Porsches 
and large tourist motorcoaches drag 
with each other at every opportunity, 
leaving very little of the two way 
highway left to the oncoming, traffic. ,

VWs throb past us into blind situations 
only to reappear a few seconds later in 
one piece and aiming their 40 horses at 
the next challenge. 

As we finished breakfast, the drizzle 
that greeted us upon awakening gave 
way to sunny skies. The two VW vans 
were loaded with luggage and with 600 
miles on the odometer most of us 
quickly pushed the rpms to 5000. 

Within two hours we were crossing 
into Switzerland, where we had our 
proof of exportation stamped by the 
border station and mailed our accessory 
receipts back to Krauser for a 11% tax 
refund. The most immediate change in 
countries was having the red tile roofs 
of Germany give way to the brown tile 
of Switzerland. 

When the Germans or Swiss saw our 
new bikes, their first question was how 
many kilometers on the odometer 
followed by how fast does it go and 
how much does it cost. You can’t 
imagine the confusion when you have 


an American that does not speak their . 


language attempting ќо convert 
kilometers into miles and doliars into 
Deutschmarks. 

I noticed some very shocked looks on 
the part of the locals when they 
received the answers. My kitchen 
German led me to believe that the bikes 
cost from $1200 to $5100 and they will 
go anywhere from 60 mph to 220 mph. 

The next day I would like to forget. 
We left Zurich on schedule and followed 
our Rally course, that is, most of the 
group did. I found myself 40 miles off 
course when the first rain drop fell after 
an hour searching for Bern, a rather 
large city, for any country to misplace. 

I had proven that nothing I wore, rain 
suit et al, kept out the water. Everytime 
I shifted gears or hit the binders my toes 
squished in agonizing cold. 

I arranged the night before to have 
the garage attendant in Bern wash"my 
bike, which naturally triggered a drizzle 
for our departure to Italy. A half hour 
later, however, the sun was out and the 
group cleared French customs in a 
happy mood. 

I found that if you approach the 
border with a positive attitude, you are 
quickly passed through, but if you 
hesitate, they pull you over for the 
standard book procedure. 

Going through the six-mile Mount 
Blanc Tunnel, which was cut through a 
glacier, made me a little homesick for 
Los Angeles as I encountered the smog 
and diesel fumes concentrated in the 
tunnel. 

Our next checkpoint was іп 
Courmayeur, which took 40 minutes to 
locate, All the natives we asked seemed 
to know exactly where it was located, 
which would be in the opposite 
direction of the one before. 

Before leaving, I had my valves 
adjusted with 1001 miles on the 
odometer. Michael, the mechanic, kept 
his eyes on the exhaust pipe 
discoloration and if the blueing was not 
the same on both pipes a valve 
adjustment was due, and mine was 
over-due. I also had the carbs tuned and 
getting a 45 minute delayed start, I 
cranked it on, holding an even 85 mph 
for 1% hours. 

It was exhilarating to be passing cars 
on the autostrade for a change. The 
tune-up made the bike a thing alive and 
on occasion I would run it up to a 100, 
collecting a face mask full of bugs. 

A light lunch and I was on my way to 
Brescia, joining up with others of our 
group. The ride took us through a 
country of tunnels, more than 100 cut 
adjacent to Lake Gardo, which provided 
us with miles of picturesque viewing. 

I was the first through the checkpoint 
at Gardone which allowed time to have 
an Italian electric horn mounted on the 
bike, replacing the uninteresting sound 
of the BMW horn. The bike now sounds 
like an Alfa Romeo, commanding all 
kinds of attention to the point of my 
being slightly embarrassed to punch it. 

I spent the next morning explaining 
to the bartender what a “Red Eye” is. 
We finally got the tomato juice and beer 
mixed in the right proportion and 
before I had finished my glass, the 
bartender had featured this new Italian 
drink on his chalkboard menu. 

As we started down the mountains, 
we enjoyed 50 miles of the ultimate in 
bike riding with sharp turns, gentle 
curves, switch back and esses. 

We arrived at the medieval town of 
Prissian about four p.m. and in the town 
center stood Fahlberg Castle, which 
Dita’s uncle, Baron Von Thielman, had 
partially converted into guest rooms. 
The dungeon and win cellar are still in 

their” original “state” and’ at ‘dusk,’ ‘the 
“Baron ^ arfahged ^ for 20‘ ‘Tytolean 
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Time out for a Gasthaus break in the castle grounds of Dinkelsbuhl. The courtyard had never seen that many new bikes. 


musicians in their native costumes to 
entertain us. 

Following the music, all of us 
including the musicians, adjourned to 
the wine cellar. I still shudder at their 
expertise in handling the grape. 

Next morning, the throaty roar of 23 
BMWs filed out onto the main road. I 
was waved out of line by the Baroness, a 
delightful lady in her 60’s, who asked if 
she might join me in a ride to the next 
town 13 miles hence. 

I was both flattered and surprised, so 
after suggesting she change from her 
dress into more suitable attire, we were 
off with my tire tracked helmet firmly 
strapped on her head. 

My first of many royal commands 
was not to go too fast. 

As she dismounted, she pronounced 
me a Sterling driver. It was probably the 
most difficult twenty-six miles in my 
riding career. 

Our route to Venice was, for the 
most part, on autostrade. I paid 900 lire 
toll and then settled down to some fast 
riding, anxious to see the city of canals. 
Employing the Kraut crouch and 
clamping down hard on the damper, I 
held a steady 90 mph running in and 
out of showers. 

At one point I challenged a Fiat 125 
Sport and at 6000 rpm, got a very 


smooth 100 mph. A few minutes of this , , ,

window. When I get home I think [ГЇЇ 
bore out to 950cc. I understand the new 
valves will be available later this year or 
the first of next. 

It was with a sense of relief and 
freedom when we climbed aboard our 
bikes leaving sinking Venice and headed 
for Austria. 

The R75 was running pure and the 
mountain curves were engineered for 
comering at 80 mph. My Honda would 
have left a protesting shower of sparks 
on each turn. The sharp turns were well 
marked with black and white chevrons 
and there were few surprises with the 
exception of a VW passing a truck ona 
curve. My Italian horn woke up the 
neighborhood and livestock. А fair 
amount of German rubber was left on 
the black top after three quick 
downshifts. 

Га been riding over two weeks with 
the group and had never seen all 23 
BMWs assembled in one place at one 
time since the day of delivery. 

Leaving the lake we headed for 
Salzburg and enjoyed the most 
rewarding ride to date. No one wanted 
the trip to end and our 50 mph leisurely 
pace made the scenery pass by in slow 
motion. 

The girl who validated our owner’s 
manual for the 600 miles service we

arrived and now cry with sadness at 
your departure”. You can’t stay mad 
with a sentiment like that. 

The majority arranged to have their 
bikes serviced in the States by their 
local dealers. This decision was partly 
due to the aloof and casual manner of 
the Gemering dealer. All of us felt we 
paid a premium for the overseas services 
and accessories, which was probably 
true in view of the devaluation of our 
dollar coupled with the lack of 
competitive pricing. 

A couple of notes for the benefit of 
any of our readers that may be 
fortunate enough to take this tour: take 
a good rain suit and boots; two pairs of 
gloves, one leather and one vinyl. Buy a 
touring bag that straps to your gas tank. 

The Japanese make one for about 
$11 and it is easily detached whenever 
you park for any length of time. This 
bag held my two cameras, field glasses, 
passport, green insurance card, 
chapstick, eye drops, tape, Swedish 
knife, cigarettes and nylon tow line. The 
top of the case holds your map in a 
vinyl see through case and over the 
whole case is a snap on water proof 
cover. 4 

I recommend two face shields as they 
scratch fairly easy. I personally prefer to 
ride without a wind screen and goggles 
saye the eyes, but at 100 mph, on the

GIVE TEAMS A CHANCE

Also, a rough, 
high traction area in the first turn 
caused many riders to eat dirt; this 
attributed to the majority of restarts. 
Don't condemn team racing before 
you give it a chance to get started. Let it 
grow a bit before you judge. Anyway, 
what's so bad about Dick Lane?

I’m not too sure about the accuracy 
in your editorials. | have noticed lately 
they seem to be less and less accurate.

Example: The National Papers of 
August 8, 1972 issue. Gary Scott will 
not be the first private entry to become 
Number One. My father was No. | in 
1951, riding for Tom Sifton. My 
adopted brother, Joe Leonard, was also 
No. 1 as a privateer. He was riding for 
my father and Tom Sifton, then got a 
factory ride. 

Dick Mann was also No. 1 as a private 
entry, the year he rode for himself and 
Tom Sifton. That year he rode a 
Matchless and a BSA. I’m not sure but I 
think Roger Reiman and Brad Andres 
were riding out of their father’s Harley 
shops when they were No. 1. 

Also the last Half-mile. National (in 
the Southeast) wasn’t 1948. It was the 
14-mile National in September 1950.

He said the Bill is 
designed "'to save the desert's scenic 
beauty and fragile ecology which are 
being eroded by off-road vehicles...and 
rapidly growing, but unwise recreational 
use.” Cranston is alleged to have said 
that Senator John Tunney is 
co-sponsoring the measure.

requirements into law, nobody will be 
able to afford to race in the desert.

YOUR -DT-2-FRONT-BRAKE TRICK: 
Two of our staffers have recently 
returned from a harrowing two-hour 
session of trying to adjust the front 
brake on a Yamaha DT-2 belonging to 
one of them. It all started when' the 
owner noticed that his machine was out 
of adjustment at the handlebar lever. 
Consulting his owner's manual he spied 
a section assuring him that there was an 
adjusting arrangement on the lower end 
of the cable. Upon examining the bike 
he found no such mechanism. Nor, he 
discovered, were there any on other 
DT-1 or DT-2 Yammies. So he decided, 
after conferring with the other staff 
member, that the solution was to rotate 
the actuating arm around the splined 
shaft on the brake cam one or two 
notches. Nope, no way. No way at all. 
The final solution was to back the arm 
up one notch and to drop the small 
fitting at the lower end of the cable out 
of the system. Whew. The other answer 





is to buy new shoes which comes off as 
a trifle ridiculous after only 3000 miles.

dealer markets. 

This can lead to weakness of the 
sport, unless the business of existing 
dealerships: grows at a healthy enough 
rate to let them put something back 
into the sport after overhead and profit 
are taken care of. 

Only by locating in the middle of a 
region can a newspaper like Cycle News 
attract the readership it needs to address 
itself to the problems and opportunities 
of the region. At the same time, the 
Central edition will relieve our other 
three editions of several states each, 
thus allowing them to concentrate 
better upon doing the job that their 
region requires. 

It would take a long time to explain 
what Cycle News does, exactly, that 
makes motorcycling work better in the 
regions that it serves. We gather 
information and distribute newspapers, 
but through a curious alchemy 
something else results which I suppose 
could be called “а working 
relationship." This is not the vapid kind 
of “good will” ^ which most 
newspaper/reader relationships try to 
foster, but more of a challenge-response 
interaction that, we hope, leads to 
greater mutual respect and the secure 
feeling that your newspaper can be 
counted on when the chips are down. 

We haven’t yet decided exactly where 
the new Central edition will be 
headquartered. Probably in the Austin 
or Dallas/Ft. Worth, Texas area. We’ll be 
needing all kinds of help, from office 
staff to word-of-mouth well-wishers. If 
you’ve ever wanted to be in on the start 
of a new Cycle News, the chance is 
coming.

In 1920, the DKW motorcycle works 
began production of a two-stroke 
engine, around 50cc displacement, 
mounted on the rear wheel of a bicycle. 
Five years later, some 50,000 of the 
little beasties had been produced and 
DKW came out with their first racer, a 
175сс competition two-stroke. DKW 
went on building and innovating, 
winning national championships in 
Germany and generally dominating 
most classes in Europe throughout the 
1930's. 

In 1966, the DKW Motorcycle works 
was acquired by Fichel-Sachs, a German 
conglomerate, and the lightweights 
came into this country under the Sachs 
name. The unconventional little bikes 
with the leading link front suspensions 
were obviously not styled for mass 
American market appeal, and they cost 
more than the Japanese lightweights. 
But they won races. 

The springer front ends, at the time 
found elsewhere only on Greeves and 
the Wasp sidecars, soaked up the jolts, 
bumps and rocks allowing riders to go 


„faster without getting off. The little 


engine surprised everybody with its 
power and, mainly, dependability, as 
the ł25cc machine consistently beat 
machines with three and four times the 
displacement. It’s no accident that the 
same Sachs engine appears in most of 
the European lightweight specialty 
machine. 

Finally, about two years ago the 
DKW was given back its rightful name. 
The name change meant, if anything, 
that it was going to have to do even 
better in an increasingly competitive 
market. So the DKW won some races 
and beat some big bikes in other races 
to finish right up there and people 
started to figure out that it really was 
the same as the Sachs that had been 
racing all along. 

But it's not the same old Sachs. The 
new DKW has kept the things that make 
it a desirable machine and added some 
new features that make it even more 


desirable. The  springer model for 
motocross and cross-country is still 
there, but heavy duty Betor forks 


replace the baby Cerianis found on the 
telescopic fork models of last year. Yup, 
there are two front ends for essentially 
the same motorcycle: springer or 
telescopic, take your choice. Both are 
outstanding units. The telescopic 
Betors are a good match for the weight 
and geometry of the machine. Front 
wheel landings never fazed them, in fact 
it was possible to go faster over some 
areas of a course employing this 
technique (You see the Europeans do it, 
right?). They are very precise but only 
the really outstanding rider will be able 
4o- use -their tracking - ability : in 






DKWs will be sold on looks rather than 
ability of the rider to get the most out 
of the precise control they provide. 

On rough, cobby stuff, the Betors, 
like any telescopic, will still transmit the 
up and down jolts to the hands. The 
springer front end doesn’t. The 
movement of the springer fork is a fairly 
slow, dampened back and forth 
motion in the horizontal plane, which is 
a lot easier to hold onto at speed. 
Stories that they are not as precise in 
tracking are, for 95% of all riders, 
nonsense. You stick the springer DKW 
into a corner and hold it on a line and it 
stays there. The springer has a tendency 
to right the bike when it gets sideways 
which is damned desirable when 
charging over the desert, so you have to 
hold it down where you want it, but it’s 
not any great effort. The Betors, of 
course, just stay wherever they last were 
put, either by you or the terrain. You 
have to weigh the plus and minus, and 
ask yourself honestly if you can really 
afford, or need, that kind of precision 
front end placement, when it might be 
precisely where it'll put you on your 
head. The springer provides an easier, 
more comfortable, and ultimately more 
confidence-inspiring ride. They are both 
good, but I found myself pushing the 
springer harder because I didn’t think 
I'd go on my head as soon, or something 
like that. 

The engine. Very, very nice. The 
Type B engine is so reliable and so 
tractable that pretty soon you forget 
about it. This allows that little space of 
your mind that is normally spent 
worrying about your motor to 
concentrate on riding. We commented 
on its strength and power in the 
previous Penton test. (The Penton has 
recently started using the same engine.) 
It’s all still true. If anything, we found 
the DKW engines a little easier to live 
with. First kick starts always and plenty 
of low end, helped along with the 
evenly spaced six-speed gearbox. The 
Motoplat ignition, also new on the Type 
B, is excellent and reliable. I bought a 
spare plug at the beginning of the review 
and never used it through four weeks 
with both machines, 

DKW definitely has their number 
dialed in with this particular motor. 
There is probably more to be gotten out 
of it, and if you’re Cordis Brooks or 
Gene Cannady maybe you can use it. 
Otherwise, leave it alone. It never 
loaded up.  balked or  stuttered. 
Inadvertently leaving the fuel taps on 
during a ride to the test track didn't 
cause the 27mm Bing any apparent 
harm. It still fired on the first kick (this 
on the springer model, but the engines 
are identital). 

On three out of four of the Type B

lightweight review, the gearbox was spot 
on. The shifting on the Hornet only was 
off. Staffers missed a bunch of shifts 
and started complaining about the “old 
Sachs shifting problem’’. It turned out, 
it was out of adjustment and it’s a 
simple matter to get it right. 

There is a slotted rocker arm attached 
to the shift shaft whose travel is 
controlled by an eccentric. stop held 
tight with an Allen screw. If the screw is 
loose, the rocker arm will not stop the 
slot defining a particular gear opposte 
the detente that holds the machine in 
gear. In. the case of the Hornet, the 
result was overshifting. Once the stop 
was set and tightened, the problem 
disappeared. If you do experience any 
shifting problems with your new DKW, 
take off the left side cover and check 
this eccentric stop before you start 
complaining too hard. The machines that 
were set up right didn't give any 
problems. They do have a tendency, 
particularly when new, to prefer the 
clutch in conjunction with shifts. As 
they got broken in, I forgot about the 
clutch and it didn't seem to matter. 

Low is very low in the six speed box 
and sixth is very, very high. The 
motocross rider will probably always be 
in the middle four gears. The perfect 
spacing makes it easy to keep the mill 
singing. 

Handling cannot be faulted. There are 
no situations which cause the bike to 
get out of shape and no types of 
terraing that it doesn’t seem to like. 
Generally, the faster you go, the easier 
it gets, but poking around the bushes is 
just as easy. The forgiving handling adds 
to the confidence inspired by the 
engine. Compared to older models, the 
frame tubes are bigger and there is 
additional reinforcing gusseting on the 
springer forks. The machines are a little 
stronger and  beefier all around, 
including the bigger Betors with 
meaty-looking stanchions. The massive 
backbone, which is really the core of 
the frame, looks like it would never 
break and nobody at CN has ever heard 
about anybody having frame problems 
with a DKW. They are really built. 

Most of the detailing is in keeping

with the quality of the machine. Magura 
levers and grips are right for most riders 
and the bars, whichlook like they’re too 
narrow and low, turn out to be pretty 
good in actual use. This is a personal 
preference item. The enrichening lever 
was found to be completely unnecessary 
in southern California, but is a useful 
item for colder climates. The 
rubber-covered kill button by the left 
grip is the best ever encountered on a 
stock machine. All competition bike 
should be so well-equipped. The steel 
rims are super strong and just don't 
seem to collect dings but the raised 
perimeter reinforcing ridges collect mud 
which has to be cleaned out between 
motos, same as Akronts, which also 
have that feature. The spokes are laced 
in a .cross-three pattern and didn’t 
loosen on either bike during testing. 
Metzelers complete the to-the-ground 
package and do a good job. If you like 
some other brand of tire better, or 
prefer a 4.00 to the 3.50x18 on the rear 
end, you can always change them. 

Some of the detailing that isn’t 
obvious or maybe even that important is 
included as a bonus. The front number 
plate is held securely with hose clamps, 
no rubber band stuff. Waterproofing is 
excellent with long rubber skirts like the 
East European ISDT bikes, but the carb

fenders seems unnecessary on a racer. 
It's tough, doesn't scratch and helps 
resale value of the bike but the lack of it 
wouldn't hurt and probably would 
reduce the cost of the bike. 

The pipe seems to be the only 
congenital weak point. Both DKWs 
leaked at the join of the header pipe and 
the expansion chamber. The silencer 
looks good, but the weld surface to the 
small stinger is really insufficient for the 
mass of the silencer and the quiet 
attachment vibrated loose of the 
springer model. The silencer bracket 
held it on, but we'd recommend 
replacing the silencer with one equally 
as quiet. The DKWs are quiet for racers, 
meeting the 88 DBA test, and it makes 
no sense to make them louder. 

What else was bad about DKWs? Well, 
the little rubber cover on the shift lever 
came off after about 20 minutes of 
riding. Either glue it on or forget about 
it. And the paper air cleaner element, 
which is screwed down in an excellent 
still air box, is completely inadequate 
for-any kind of dusty riding. Replace it 
with a foam element before you break 
the bike in. On one of the bikes, the 
kickstand spring bent loose, so we took 


the stand off. The unit itself is better 
than found on most racers with a big 
footprint that keeps the stand from 
sinking into the ground and letting your 
bike fall over; a feature that’s always 
annoyed me personally. It bends levers 
and dings tanks. 

The front of the vinyl-covered seat 
tore. on both models after about 30 
minutes of riding. The little tears were 
caused by pieces of the sharp-edge seat 
frame poking out from inside. By the 
time you get down to your dealer, this 
problem should be corrected and is not 
a functional loss, or even annoying, 
except esthetically. Otherwise the seats 
are generally quite comfortable, though 
somewhat of a hassle to remove. It takes 
three bolts, two of them behind the 
number of plates, to attach the saddle 
to the frame. You're never going to lose 
that seat in a rough race. The main 
drawback is that it will discourage lazy 
novices from doing the proper 
maintenance on their air cleaner. Do it 
anyway, even if you drop one of the 
rear bolts and have to go hunting 
around you garage floor for it. 

Some items that I forgot to mention 
earlier. The brakes work so well you 
take them for granted. They are just 
fine for the 125's weight and power and

One rarely 
thinks of motorcycles as being suited 
for indoor decoration, but a well 
restored model of 1920 vintage was the 
conversational piece de resistance of 
the small, intimate bar which was the 
gathering spot of those for whom 
drinking is a serious sport. 

Mercifully absent from the Ekins' 
home was the usual garish display 
symbolizing past glories: the trophy 
collection. Instead, the plaques noting 
Bud's many victories had been stripped 
from the accompanying brass and pot 
metal and mounted in an interesting 
pattern on black velvet. 

Seated at the bar when I arrived were 
Mr. and Mrs. Bud Howesman (Bud won 
the '71 horn), the Bubecks (Max won in 
'47 and '62), Bob Steffan (winner in '70 
and '72), Mr. and Mrs. Dave Ekins (Dave 
won in '67), John McLaughlin (winner 
in '52), three-time winner Del Kuhn, 
and host Bud Ekins, who won the horn 
in 1953. 

The evening’s fashion surprise was 
Ellie Howesman who is most normally 
seen in a set of blue leathers, boots and 
helmet, an outfit not calculated to bring 
bravos from admirers of feminine 
beauty. For this occasion, though, she 
was attired in a red and white-striped 
hot pants outfit and failed to catch the 
attention of only the most jaded eyes. 

Bud Ekins carried off the fashion 
honors for the men. He was nattily 
attired in a white plaster cast which 
stretched from his fingers to his 
shoulder. The result of trying to shield 
the roll bar of his dune buggy from the 
ground with his forearm.

this and that, you’d find a couple of 
bikes floored. At Fair Way they had 
piles of Suzukis and Nortons and I had 
to restrain myself firmly not to look at 
the motocross models, it was the super 
bikes we were going to ride, me as 
pillion of course. There’s no way I was 
going to drive that big Sasook. So, brain 
buckets firmly in place, off we went, so 
these are straight off the. helmet 
comments. 

We took the water-cooled Suzuki first 
(I can’t look ‘too partisan), and it is 
truely an impressive machine, runs like a 
big American V-8 car, and is very stable 
and secure on un-even surfaces. The 
handlebar controls are beautifully made 
and the fairing made it a really 
comfortable ride for both of us (but I 
still like to get bugs on my teeth). It 
shifted effortlessly and the seat was 
extremely comfortable. But watch out 
for that front brake. Just for fun Gene 
tried it, and I say baloney to road 
testers who insist that disk brakes are 
always superior, that Suzuki drum brake 
is instant stop and should be a one 
finger only operation or maybe, if 
you're going ton-up, use two as the CHP 
pulls you over! 

After owning many bikes what really 
turned me on was watching the water 
temperature gauge..on a motorcycle!

test from the first moment that I saw it, 
almost a year ago. To be honest, the 
reason I was attracted to it was that it 
very strongly resembled the early model 
Pentons which I liked very much, and 
which I knew were due to be replaced. 
It has happened. The early Pentons are 
now history. But the basic design lives 
in the Monark. 

The early Penton and the Monark 
share many obvious similarities. Both 
utilize the well known Sachs engine, 
Sachs wheels, hubs, brakes and the 
excellent Magura controls. Both use 
Ceriani forks. The frames are quite 
similar, and the  swingarms look 
identical, as do the basic foot peg 
assemblies. Both use the Girling shocks, 
and Bing Carburetor. they are, in fact, 
so similar that one is tempted to ask if 
they are both made by the same 
European factory. The answer is no. 
Monarks are produced by the MCB 
factory in Sweden while the Pentons are 
built by KTM in Austria. 

Since both bikes, though, are made 
largely of proprietary components and 
it would not surprise me even a little bit 
to find that the same firm makes the 
frames for both bikes. The distributor 
says no, but he doesn't sound quite 
sure. 

Another reasonable question is which 
came first, the early Penton or the 
Monark. Again I can offer no deinite 
answer. The Monark is a relatively new 
arrival in America but it has been 
establishing quite a reputation for itself 
in Europe since about 1968. It won its 
first gold medal in the ISDT in 1969. 
Pentson appeared here shortly before 
that. Both KTM and MCB have been 
building motorcycles in Europe for 
decades and have fine reputations. 

Enough of the similarities. Let’s look 
at some of the differences. One of the 
most significant differences is in the 
engine. The Monark is currently being 
sold with the Sachs “B” engine, while 
the earlier Pentons were equipped with 
the “A” engines. The main differences 
are slightly different porting for more 
power in the “B” engine and a new 
shifting mechanism. It’s no secret that 
earlier Sachs engines had trouble with 
shifting, (though in my opinion, the 
trouble was exaggerated in the press). 

I had one of the earlier Sachs engines, 
and I did experience some trouble, but 
not before the' bike had experienced 
almost ' “two'**years ~'bf ‘” continuous 





competition use. When the shifting 
mechanism was worn out, everything 
else was too! However, a new, beefed up" 
shifting mechanism is a part of the 
newer Sachs engines and should give 
even better service. 

Another new feature is a six speed 
transmission. This is quite helpful as 
there was a fairly sizable “space” 
between Ist aad 2nd on the older 
models which was bothersome in some 
situations. The ratios are now spaced 
more evenly, which is particularly 
helpful in getting up hills. The Motoplat 
solid state ignition has replaced the 
earlier Bosch points and coil system. 

The Monark uses lighter weight 
Ceriani forks with better dampening 
characteristics than the older-style 
Pentons. This change makes the Monark 
a much better handler in the desert 
where one can keep the front end up 
while skipping over whoop-de-doos. 

It’s becoming increasingly important 
for an enduro motorcycle to be 
licensable and the Monark is. It has a 
headlight, horn, battery and all the 
other stuff necessary to get by the CHP. 
Its exhaust note is fairly quiet. The only 
serious omission in this regard is a spark 
arrestor which is now required 
equipment in many enduros in this 
country. The headlight is a sealed beam 
unit and quite a good one. High beam is 
fairly narrow and very bright Low 
beam is wide, flat and also very bright. 
For those of you addicted to. night 
enduros, this is a real blessing as the low 
beam is quite effective in dust. 

A VDO speedometer is standard 
equipment on the Enduro model 
Monark, but its effectiveness is 
somewhat limited for enduro work by 
the fact that it is driven from the 
countershaft sprocket. On hard surfaces 
the rear wheel tracks, while on soft 
surfaces it spins, sometimes gaining only 
one wheel length for every two 
revolutions. Thus, you must be 
continually making judgments and 
trying to correct for speedo error. 

I was aware of two design flaws in the 
Monark. The first is the air cleaner. On 
the positive side, the air cleaner is very 
well sealed and the air is drawn in from 
‘way up under the tank. It should be 
possible to run the Monark in water up 
to the gas tank level without drowning. 
On the negative side, the element is a bit 
small and there is no dead air chamber. 
But the most annoying thing is that 
servicing the air cleaner is a major chore. 
You practically have to disassemble the 
bike to get at it. See the accompany 
photo. 

The second design flaw is the rear 
brake actuating assembly, which is cable 
operated. Apart from the reliability 
problems inherent in this design (cable 
breakage and sticking) the unit is not 
very sensitive. It tends to be either “on” 
or “off” with nothing in between. A 
minor point is that there is no tool box 
nor any provision for carrying tools. 

I was able to test this bike under 
what I consider to be ideal conditions: 
riding it in an enduro. My very first ride 
on the bike started on the starting line 
of the Prospector's Moonshine Enduro 
and I headed off across rough desert in 
the middle of the night at competitive 
speed. I had no problems whatever 
adjusting to the bike; I was immediately 
at home on it. That should tell you 
something about this machine. 

The bike is extremely comfortable. 
Everything is in the right spot, at least 
for me. For fast riding, it's very 
definitely a stand-up bike, but when 
you're standing it's as close to being a 
part of you as any bike I've ever ridden. 
The steering is as accurate as that of a 
trials machine and putting the Monark 
where you want it is more a matter of 
will than muscle. Throwing it into 
corners is about as great an experience 
as you could want and your tendency is 
to want to zap every bike that you see 
on a turn; the rougher the turn the 
better. Make no mistake, it is a racing 
bike and you have to ride it all the time 
when you're going fast. You can't sit 
down on it and expect it to run over 
everything and keep going in a straight 
line like a desert sled. But if you really 
enjoy the sensation of riding a 
motorcycle and exercising fine control, 
this bike should make you ecstatic. 

The engine is a bit pipier than the 
older model **A's" but not even close to 
being objectionable. The bike that I had 
would bog a bit at lower rpm's, but I 
believe that was just a tuning problem 
rather than a characteristic of the new 
design. The six speed transmission 


makes it so easy to keep the engine in 
the power band that any bogging was 
more an annoyance than a problem, 
anyway. The engine absolutely would 
not load up, eyen when shut off for ten

bike finished my 90 mile test ride with 
absolutely no problems of any sort. It 
was a thoroughly enjoyable ride that 
made me wish the bike were mine to 
keep. 

I started off with a comparison of the 
earlier model Penton and the Monark. 
It’s time to return to that comparison. 
The earlier Penton had very similar 
geometry (maybe a mite less trail) and 
shared the Monark’s beautiful handling 
characteristics, but it had one fatal flaw:

It broke frames. While the Monark 
frame looks similar with respect to the 
geometry and the swingarm looks 
identical, a closer imspection reveals 
some reassuring differences, notably at 
the swingarm pivot. 

Where the Penton swing arm pivot 
was simply, welded to the tube running 
up to top shock mounting, the Monark 
pivot point is very well triangulated and 
should be much stronger. From the 
pivot point the frame members run both 


triangulated construction at the swingarm pivot for added strength. 






forward up to the gas tank, and 
backwards to the shock mounts. The 
tubing diameter also appears to be 
slightly larger. While the Monarks have 
no history in this area as yet, I would be 
willing to bet that there will be no 
frame breakage problems. 

The Monark is fairly expensive at 
about $995, but if you want a 125 for 
serious enduros or long enjoyable hours 
of fast cow trailing, there are few bikes 
that I would recommend more.

It may have to do 
with the busy schedule of the racing or 
possibly with the general lack of interest 
in meetings. It’s a shame that more of 
the members couldn’t have been there 
because it is suppose to be their 
organization. 

I was a small topic of discussion, and 
even though I wasn't there. It seems as 
though some of the members are 
worried about the “bad press” that this 
column gives speedway. It seems a 
shame that people cannot even 
recognize constructive criticism when 
they see it. All that this column does is 
point out the sore spots that everyone 
else wants to sweep under the table. 
This is with the exception of the 
occassional strange forms of humor that 
often surface and seem to be the only 
thing that a few shortsighted people can 
see. 

Since bad press was one of the major 
topics at the meeting I’m going to lay an 
idea on those of you who thought 
nothing good ever comes from this 
column. 

Almost every organizational body in 
professional sports has some form of 
press or photographer’s identification or 
pass. So what? Well, each promoter has 
his own individual press problems and 
those center around the local press. He 
is probably doing the best job that he 
can to further the sport on a very local 
level because that is where he earns his 
bread and butter. 

This same promoter barely gives a 
damn about the national press which, 
with one stroke of the pen, can create 
interest nationally instead of locally. 
Nowhere does the SRA invite or cajole 
or even ask the big magazines to cover 
or report the last championship. 
Nowhere does the SRA invite the press 
to take part for free in even 
viewing speedway. While Jack Kent 
Cook gives them free hot dogs and 
cocktails along with passes for some of 
their friends, the SRA makes these 
recognized reporters sit іп the 
grandstands (not the pits or even the 
infield) and forces them to dig for their 
story during the melee in the pits after 
the races. And you guys have the nerve 
to complain about bad press? 

So now maybe some of the general 
membership or the board figure that 
this reporter is a sniveler who is lashing 
out on some unfounded rumor and just 
trying to create another problem, Well, 
maybe your partly correct but I’m even 
going to go so far as to form a partial 
solution, like it or not. 

The SRA has a very competent PR 
man, namely Ralph Springer. Sic him 
onto the national magazines armed with 
an official press identification badge or 

ard. This will allow the gentleman or 
lady and his or her party of up to four 
admittance into any SRA event. This 
press pass will also serve photogs who 
wish to shoot pix in the infield or the 
‘pits. Ask, but do not demand, that these 
recognized members of the press wear 
whites. Inform the promoters of the 
exact number of each pass and who it 
belongs to and that these promoters are 
expected to lend every courtesy to said 
reporters. 

Have your said PR man start a file on 
each Division One rider. This would 
include a question and answer thing 
with some background info and the like. 
Have him make it easy for writers to 
find facts and figures about the race 
tracks, the racers and the bikes. 
Remember that reporters write their 
own stories but that doesn't mean that 
you can't help them instead of being the 
actual hinderance that it often appears 
to be. 

Someone in the SRA organization 
should worry that every, yes, every 
speedway event be listed in the calendar 
of coming events in this paper. It’s

Irwindale Speedway 


IRWINDALE, CAL., Aug. 3, 1972 — 
When team speedway motorcycle racing 
was introduced several weeks ago many 
people were moaning about how weak 
the Ventura Chargers team was. 

They certainly looked anything but 
weak Thursday at Irwindale Raceway as 
Sonny Nutter and Company handed the 
Irwindale Eagles a home track defeat: 
38-34. 

The event was tinged with 
controversy from the start. With 
Chargers rider Ed Williams out with 
injuries, Don Cullum was slotted to take 
his place. However, in a last minute 
swap, top-seeded SRA rider Larry Shaw 
substituted for Cullum and the protests 
from the Irwindale side, led by 
promoter Ed Meister, were long and 
loud. 

At Irwindale, Shaw- is a, 30-yard 


handicap rider. Cullum rides off the 20. 
Shaw is ranked fifth in SRA points 
currently, Cullum lies back a bit in 
ninth spot. Shaw is among the top five 
riders at two of the four SoCal SRA 
tracks, Cullum is not. 

But the substitution stood and 
Shaw, normally a Bakersfield Bandit 
rider, went on to lead the Chargers team 
to victory, scoring a near-maximum 11 
points. 

Chargers team captain Sonny 
Nutter contributed eight points in the 
winning effort. Bill Cody, the Eagles 
team captain, swept his four heats and 
scored .a maximum 12 points with 
Sumner McKnight having a good night 
and adding nine points as runnerup.

heat 6, the score was tied 16-16 and it 
was apparent that Shaw and Cody were 
going to figure heavily in the scoring 
department.

Ron Taylor, the freshman Eagle, 
rode strongly, much better than his 
point total would indicate. In heat 8, he 
rode side by side with Sonny Nutter, 
keeping the pressure on but lost by a 
close margin at the flag. Steve Gresham 
did a spectacular endo in heat four but 


surprisingly was not injured. 

In the second half of the program, 
Handicap racing held the spotlight and 
young Danny Becker proved to be on 
form. The Orange County rider pulled 
out the Handicap Main win over Guy 
Watersor. and Scott Autrey. Waterson, 
who’s had an up-and-down season so 
far, was hot Thursday evening. 

He dove under Sonny Nutter in his 
heat race to take the win and top 
transfer spot and then ran a close 
second behind Becker in the Main. Ron 
Taylor, Steve Bast and Mike Bast 
trailed, Mike out with mechanical 
troubles.

PRESIDENTIAL PROCLAMA- 
TION EXPLAINED 

PART II 
PROCLAMATION ISSUED . 

On February 8, 1972, President 
Nixon issued Executive Order 11644, 
his Presidential Proclamation governing 
the use of off road vehicles on public 
lands. Although no self-respecting 
motorcyclist would object to its intent 
toward conservation and respect for the 
rights of others, there was considerable 
objection to the negative wording of the 
directive. It gave every appearance that 
the President had sold out five million 
off-road vehicle enthusiasts in favor of 
the Sierra Club's 130,000 purported 
members. 

Both the AMA and the MIC, who 
publicly supported the Proclamation, 
contacted me to find why I was in 
Opposition. My answer was that I 
understood that their organization must 
give the appearance of being in favor of 
the Directive in order to obtain a seat at 
the negotiating table. But, knowing that 
the squeaking wheel gets the grease, I 
felt that we needed a lot of squeaking 
wheels to let the President and his 
"negotiator" know that they have a 
large number of unhappy ORV 
enthusiasts in this country. If we don’t 
speak out and complain, they won’t 
realize that there is a problem. 

I was asked by a representative of the 
AMA to express my concem to a 
member of the President’s personal 
staff. This man was purported to be 
receptive, logical, and impartial. 
Herewith is a copy of my letter:

Dear Mr. Whitaker: 

The recent Executive Order 11644, 
relative to the operation of off-road 
vehicles on public lands, has created 
quite a furor among ORV-enthusiasts. 
As the representative of California's 
motorcycle enthusiasts, it is my 
responsibility to bring the President’s 
proclamation to their attention and to 
direct whatever remedial action is 
necessary. We are in the process at this 
very moment to embark upon a 
campaign which will no doubt cause 
adverse publicity for the administration, 
at least as far as the two-million-plus 
motorcyclists are concerned. 

I sincerely hope that you understand 
that this course of action is predicated 
upon what we feel is ‘negative direction’ 
to the various land-use agencies 
referenced in the Executive Order. Until 
now, we have always attempted to work 
out our problems with these various

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agencies through advisory councils and 
have found this form of democratic 
self-government to be quite adequate 
and satisfactory. As for myself, I serve 
on the Advisory Council for the Pacific 
Crest Trail, the state-level ORVAC 
group under the Bureau of Land 
Management, a similar, district-level 
ORVAC group in the BLM’s Ukiah 
District, and a host of other committees 
sponsored at federal, state, and local 
levels. Many of our members serve in 
similar capacities throughout the state. 
This is mentioned only to establish that 
we can work with the agencies in a 
harmonious and cooperative association. 

I have been advised that our move to 
protest the Executive Order might 
adversely affect a continuation of these 
cooperative relationships. This, of 
course, has been recognized from the 
outset. Nevertheless, we must make the 
President and his staff aware that the 
negativism of the directive will 
undoubtedly be construed by the 
Agency Heads to severely limit, rather 
than encourage, the establishment of 
areas set aside for such use. 

Those persons with whom I have 
discussed our campaign, have suggested 
that I contact you with what we feel is 
an acceptable course of action as an 
alternative. Quite simply, some form of 
directive, or memo of clarification, from 
the President to the referenced 
Agencies, indicating that it is the intent 
to make as much land available for ORV 
use as 18 environmentally апа 
ecologically possible, wòuld serve to put 
a decisive halt to our campaign. 

This is not intended as coercion in 
any form as those with whom I have 
communicated feel that such intent was 
the underlying theme of the President’s 
dictate. While I recognize and trust that 
this was his intent, I must have more 
concrete evidence. That evidence, in the 
form of a clarifying directive, would be 
given the greatest of publicity and 
would no doubt endear the President to 
this country’s five million ORV 
enthusiasts, rather than causing the 
alienation currently being experienced. 

I trust that your response will be 
forthcoming.

the use of off-road vehicles (ORV’s) on 
the public lands. 

І appreciate your concern that the 
Federal Government recognize that one 
of the primary legitimate uses of our 
public lands if for recreation, and that 
an increasingly popular form of such 
recreation involves the use of motor 


vehicles such as motorcycles and 
snowmobiles, Let me assure you that 
this Administration supports (һе 


continued use of ORV’s as well as the 
other types of recreational uses. In fact, 
the Executive Order to which you refer 
(a сору is enclosed) explicitly 
recognizes that recreational off-road 
vehicles are an appropriate use of the 
ublic lands and that specific provision 
Б such use must be made by the 
responsible Federal agencies. 

The Executive Order requires that 
areas be designated for use by off-road 
vehicles based on a balancing of the 
protection of the resources of the public 
lands, promotion of the safety of the 
users of these lands, and minimization 
of conflicts among the various users of 
the lands. By this explicit direction, we 
have attempted to strike a responsible 
middle ground between those who 
would say that any tire track is an 
affront to nature and those who would 
consel that vehicles should be driven 
wherever their engineering capabilities 
can take them. It is thus our view that 
while use of these vehicles on the public 
land is appropriate and legitimate, it is 
not the only such use and it must be 
responsibly balanced with the other 
land management imperatives, Any 
confrontation between Ње polar 
extremes of viewpoint mentioned above 
is unwarranted and is circumvented by 
the clear mandate of the Executive 
Order. 

In discussions with others who 
initially felt that. the Executive Order 
raised ап unnecessarily harsh 
presumption against use of off-road 
vehicles, we found that such an 
interpretation often stemmed from 
subsection 3(a) (4) of the Order. That 
subsection provides that areas and trails 
for ORV’s shall be designated “only if 
the respective agency head determines 


that off-road vehicle use in such 
locations will ^ not adversely 
affect..natural, aesthetic or scenic 


values.” I would like to point out that 
this higher standard of land designation 
applies only in the relatively limited 
portion of Federal lands which are 
formally designated as National Parks, 
Natural Areas, or National Wildlife 
Refuges and Game Ranges. 

We have been gratified that many of 
the major associations representing 
motorcyclists, such as the American 
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Motorcycle Association and th 
Motorcycle» » Industry » Council » have 
publicly supported both the goals and 
the specific direction set out in the 
Executive Order. 

1 might further point out that all 
decisions with regard to specific land 
use designation may be made only after 
“adequate opportunity for public 
participation” (section 3(b)). Thus if 
you or the membership of your 
organization are interested in the 
specific designations made in any 
particular area, I would hope that you 
would avail yourselves of this 
opportunity for public comment before 
the responsible Federal agency. 

If you have further specific questions 
regarding either the general intent or 
specific impact of the Executive Order, 
I will be glad to arrange a meeting for 
you with Douglas Hofe, the Director of 
the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation in 
the Department of the Interior, so that 
you may assure yourself that the needs 
and perspectives of your constituency 
are being given full consideration. 

Thank you for bringing your 
concerns to my attention. I am hopeful 
that with this clarification you can 
supoort our effort to assure that use of 
off-road vehicles on the public lands is 
not a question of “whether,” but 
“where.”

Whitaker's letter, I chose to wait and see 
what course of action the land-use 
agencies would take. I am a member of 
several land-use advisory committees 
and am also on distribution for most 
announcements of BLM and US Forest 
Service hearings held throughout 
California. I attend, and arrange to have 
others attend in our behalf for those I 
can’t personally attend. 
I have yet to learn of one such 
meeting that didn’t quickly get into the 


subject of severely limiting ог 
prohibiting off-road vehicles “іп 
accordance with Executive Order 
11644”. 


Mr. Whitaker’s reply to me stated in 
essence that we have nothing to worry 
about because the President is really 
going to take care of us through his 
Executive Order. Well, I for one, wish 
that Mr. Whitaker could join me and the 
other off-road vehicle enthusiasts when 
we stand up day after day in these 
hearings and. defend our right to 
continued use of the public lands. 

If this is the way that the President is 
going to take care of us, I’d rather do 
business with a different President. 
NOTE: The foregoing is the second in a 
series of articles by Russ Sanford 
explaining his view on the Presidential 
Proclamation (Executive Order 11644) 
for off-road vehicles.

You have often seen the letter. A 
Harley rider writes his favorite bike 
Magazine and proclaims that Japenese 
“rice Burners’ self destruct after a few 
thousand miles, while Harley’s last and 
last. Well, Harleys may last a long time, 
but so do Hondas! After over 30,000 
miles piled up in 18 months, my Honda 
450 stills draws admiring glances and 
the inevitable question, “Is it new?” 

“Тһе Honda 450 caused quite a stir 
when it was released. It is a veritable 
mechanical marvel, with double 
overhead cams and torsion bar valve 
springs. By the time I was ready to leave 
my BSA 441 single behind for 
something a tick smoother, the CB450 
had been refined into one of the slickest 
motorcycles ever, complete with the 
revolutionary Honda disc up front. 

The control layout was superb, the 
electrics worked, it was freeway fast and 
stopped like a rocket in reverse. It had a 
lot to offer for the money, and I bought 
it. : 

The first thing I learned about the 
450 was-that it felt nice and solid in the 
rain, because it rained on the ride home. 
The second thing I learned was that if 
the chrome is not protected with wax, 
rain brings out little pockmarks which 
indicate the beginning of rust 
underneath. 

After a little chrome polish and wax 
the bike proved its stormworthiness in 
the wettest California winter in years, as 
well as in 250 miles of rain across 
Wyoming seven months later. Now, with 
over 30,000 nfiles on the clock, not a 
trace of rust mars the bike. The paint 
looks showroom fresh, with the 
exception of the clear lacquer on the 
engine side cases and cam covers, which 
oxidized from the engine heat. 

The 450 handles well within the 
limits of its size and weight. Hitting 450 
pounds with gas and oil, the bike is no 
lightweight. The centerstand grounds 
very easily in left turns until the rubber 
bumper between the stand body and the 
swing arm is cut in half, allowing the 
stand to tuck up out of the way. 

It takes a lot of clutch work and at 
least 3,000 rpm to move the bike from a 
stop. However, if you do not mind 
replacing rear tires every 2,000-3,000 
miles you can play stoplight Grand Prix, 


leaving most cars and smaller bikes far | 


behind. The clutch is up to the job it 
has, as long as it is adjusted according to 
the owner’s manual. It finally started to 
grab after 22,000 miles, and when that 


happens, you better heed its call for? 


replacement. I‘ put off replacing the 
clutch and ended up with a handful of 
broken sprocket studs.

The stock chain stretched too much 
too fast, and a Japanese replacement 
chain killed itself and the rear sprocket 
on a 4800 mile ten-day jaunt to Illinois 
and back. This was contributed to by 
the use of spray chain lube, which dried 
out completely after about 135 
non-stop freeway miles, the limit of the 
gas tank capacity. 

Replacing the sprocket, switching to 
Renold chain and pure, uncut STP 
cured this problem area. The STP 
poured on the chain will withstand up 
to 250 freeway miles unattended 
without drying out. It also cuts chain 
and sprocket wear considerably. 

Using 20 Wt. fork oil and setting the 
rear shocks on the highest position 
added to high speed handling. At its 
best, the 450 is most suited to freeways 
and city streets. Romping through the 
winding roads of the Hollywood Hills, 
the 450 is blown off by lighter bikes in 
the really tight sections. But if the race 
is with a large multi, the Honda comes 
out ahead. 

The 450 always started easily 
throughout the 30,000 miles. The 
electric starter usually fired the engine 
on the first try, even when cold. The 
kick starter is also easy to use, although 
it was never needed. Using the choke is 
a split-second-on deal; wben the engine 
fires, off goes the choke or out goes the 
fire!

There are many moving parts in the 
450 head that rely on pressure 


lubrication, so it is best to let the engine 
warm up throughly before running it 
hard. All that machinery makes another 
demand, also. You better know what 
you are doing before you mess around 
with this bike. This is especially true of 
setting the valves, which use a very small

clearance (.0012 in.) and require the 
adjuster shaft index marks to be 
pointing out from the engine center 
when the adjustment is made. The guage 
seems cigarette paper thin, and is 
difficult to insert until the adjustment is 
slacked off by rotating the adjuster 
shafts in toward the engine center. The 
guage should be held in place and the 
adjustment miade and locked so that the 
guage will just slide out. Attempts to 
insert. the guage before loosening. the 
adjustment will usually result in the 
guage being bent beyond use. 

Another area of the bike best left 
alone by the inexperienced is the 





carburetor settings and jets. Left the 
way they come, the carbs perform well 
up to 12,000 feet, as a cruise through 
Colorado proved. But re-jet to obtain a 
brown plug color, and sputtering and 
gasping over 3,000 feet will occur. The 
only attention the carbs need is an 
occasional synchronization. 

If, after this is done, the bike will not 






idle down, turning both carb cables in 
an equal amount and removing the slack 
at the twist grip adjuster will end the 
trouble. 

The third area best left alone by the 
novice 450 owner is the hydraulic disc 
brake system. However, if the fluid 
reservoir leaks, the cure is quite simple. 
Just remove the cap and gasket, top up 
the fluid if necessary, dry off the sealing 
edge of the reservoir body and the 
bottom gasket lip. Now lubricate with 
brake fluid the top gasket lip and the 
inside of the cap. Assemble carefully 
and tighten only firmly. If care is taken 
the leak will stop. In 30,000 miles the 








brake has required fluid top up twice 
and the pads show no appreciable wear. 

The 450 provided іп-іомт 
transportation during the week and an 
escape on weekends and vacations. It 
traveled in 112 degree Nevada desert 
heat and freezing Wyoming rain. It held 
together with no problems on a 4800 
mile cruise to Illinois, and on a 3600 
mile jaunt a month later to Yellowstone 
Park and back through Colorado. 

It served without complaint in Death 
Valley and over Loveland Pass, and 
proved itself in the company of larger 
bikes that literally fell apart on the 
road. It handled an 18 hour run from 
Durango, Colorado to La Mirada, 
California (about 900 miles) that left its 
companion blown to bits in Riverside. It 
did all that was asked of it, and did it 
without problem. 

However, by the time 15,000 miles 
had rolled around, it turned out that the 
cylinder head, which holds the 
technological wonders of the 450, also 
holds the weak point of the Honda 450. 
It is quite simply this: lousy valve guide 
seals. It burned oil. Not as much as the 
Britishers it traveled with, but still half 
to one quart per 500 miles or less. I 
lived with it until 20,000 miles came 
around, then pulled the engine in one 
hour, 10 minutes and went to work 
installing new seals. The engine is very 
easy to work on if you know what you 
are doing: I suggest that any owner 
wishing to tackle such a job get an 
official Honda 450 shop manual and 
supplement. 

Since the engine was out, I yielded to 
the desire for a little faster 450 and 
bought a  .050 bore job and 
pistons/rings. I was on the road one day 
and $50 later. After carefully breaking 

.in the engine, the power boost was 
considerable and all seemed fine. 

Then, almost exactly 4,000 miles 
later, while traveling at 95 mph, the 
sweet Honda turned into a smoke 
belching monster that would not turn 
over 6,000 rpm. It laid out smoke like a 
crop duster at anything over 5,000 rpm. 
After a slow ride home I replaced a 
completely broken valve guide seal and 
could again smile at the Honda. The 
next day it was on the road, and has not 
missed a beat in the 6,000 miles since. 

Other casualties include a high beam 
at 18,000, air cleaners at 23,000, rear 
brake linings at 26,000, and fork seals at 
27,000. 

If I had it to do all over again, the 
CB450 would still be my choice. It has 
served well for 30,000 miles, and proven 
itself as a reliable tourer, and also as 
basic transportation around town.

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BLM WILL REQUIRE PERMITS 
FOR OFF-ROAD EVENTS 


Organized off-road vehicles events 
involving 25 or more vehicles on public 
lands administered by the U.S. Bureau 
of Land Management will require a 
special land use permit effective 
immediately, BLM California State 
Director J.R. Penny announced today. 

""This'is an important step toward 
management of this growing and 
potentially damaging use of the public 
lands," Penny said. 

“We believe off-road vehicle use is a 
legitimate use of the public lands. But 
like all other uses — such as mining, 
timber, grazing or  non-vehicular 
recreation, it must be a managed use in 
order that it does not become a 
destructive use," he said. 

Penny noted that there were 150 
events involving 60,000 motorcycles

B.L.M. BARON DEMANDS $$ 
TRIBUTE 


J. Russell Penny is the Baron of the 
desert. His domain is the largest single 
landholding in the U.S.A., but J. Russell 
Penny is not satisfied, for the army he 
commands is only a small one, so far. 
Just a few thousand soldiers to rule over 
milions of acres. This same dilemma 
faced the so-called Robber Barons of 
the ancient Rhine River, who eamed 
their nickname for ruthless 
money-grabbing the same way that 
Baron Penny proposes to raise cash for 
the demands of his ambition. 

What the old Robber Barons did was 
stop any travelers on the Rhine who had 
to pass by their castles. A cannonball 
across the bow usually did the trick for 
ships, while a traveler on land would 
merely find a knife pointed at him. The 
demand in either case was the same: a 
certain percentage of any cargo you 
were carrying, plus a "tribute" — a few 
pieces of gold. Then you were free to go 
on your way through the Baron's turf. 

In the modern version of this old 
hold-up, as outlined in a draft memo 
from the State Director of the Bureau 
of Land Management (Baron Penny), 
the “persuader” is a piece of paper 
called Land Use Permit for Off-Road 
Vehicle Events, and the tribute for safe 
passage is $10 per rider, in advance, or 
10% of the whole operation, whichever

and other ORVs on public domain lands 
last year, the bulk of it on the California 
Desert. These events accounted for 
800,000 visitor days of recreational use 
of the public lands. 

The  BLM's district offices at 
Riverside, Bakersfield, Folsom, Ukiah, 
Redding and Susanville have been 
instructed to require special land use 
permits (SLUP’s) for events competing 
on a defined course in off-road vehicles. 
A standard $10 fee will becharged for 
the permit, plus a rental fee for the use 
of the land. 

Sponsors of events will be required to 
post a performance bond depending 
upon the size of the event and potential 
damage to the land and resources, as 


well as comprehensive liability 
insurance. The permitttee also shall 
indemnify, defend and hold harmless 


the United States and its agencies or 


is more. 

In the case of the annual 
Barstow-to-Las Vegas Hare ‘n’ Hound, 
the Baron’s take would be about 
$30,000 in advance plus another $6,000 
or so at the finish of the race and the 
difference, if any, might be refunded to 
the sponsoring club at the whim of the 
BLM. 

Mind you, it is only a suggestion, so 
far, but the phrase “recreation use fees” 
appears nine times in the memorandum 
— enough to impel some zealous desert 
rangers to try demanding money from 
surprised riders these past weekends. 

What J. Russell Penny hopes to do 
with the tariff treasure is pretty clear 
from his futile demands to the U.S. 
Dept. of Interior the past couple of 
years. He wants more BLM cops, wants 
to buy guns for them, wants to raise any 
army to protect his domain from 
“vandals, hippies and motorcyclists:” 

We are reprinting the entire proposed 
vehicle land use permit memorandum so 
that readers may express their views to 
the Baron’s boss, Secretary of the 
Interior, С. Rogers Morton in 
Washington, D.C. What happened to the 
old Robber Barons was they got so 
greedy that the King had to go and kick 
them out of their castles, putting an end 
to the concept of a fee for public land 
passage (robbery) until J. Russell Penny 
brought it up again. 

I am strongly suggesting that Mr. 


representatives against all demands, 
claims or liabilities resulting from 
off-road vehicle events. The permittee is 
required to mark the course, confine the 
vehicles to it, and to clean up litter and 
route markers after an event. 

Penny said the BLM district offices 
will hold public meetings in the near 
future to describe and discuss the new 
procedures and seek assistance in 
developing the final rules. 

He described the requirement for 
permits аз опе зїер toward 
implementation of guidelines for 
off-road vehicle use developed by BLM’s 
Off-Road Vehicle Advisory Council 
(ORVAC) and this .year’s Executive 
Order 11644 in which President Nixon 
mandated a program of management of 
off-road vehicles using the public lands. 

ORVAC recommended — and the 
executive order requires — an inventory 


Penny and all the other public land 
managers forget the idea of gouging 
"fees" out of the public for using the 
land we have entrusted to their 
stewardship. If Mr. Penny, or his 
hopefully early replacement, wants to 
make a few bucks, he should look into 
the matching funds program available 
from the off-road registration revenue 
administered through the California 
Parks and Recreation Department. 

The only hitch there is, you have to 
provide something for motorcycle 
recreation besides harassment, if you 
want your share.

of all public lands to identify areas of 
“use and non-use, adoption of guidelines 
to implement existing regulations, and 
an extensive program of public 
information seeking to gain the 
assistance of ORV users in maintaining 
the public lands. 

The Off-Road Vehicle Advisory 
Council, appointed by Penny in 1969, 
represents а wide variety of 
conservation and user groups as well as 
wildlife and law enforcement agencies. 
Its 1970 report proposing guidelines for 
management of off-road vehicles has 
been used widely throughout the nation 
as a basis for ORV management. 

“We hope funds will become available 
in the future to provide designated trails 
and race courses, as well as other 
facilities, for the off-road vehicles,” 
Penny said. "In the meantime, we must 
strive for effective management with the 
tools available to us.” 
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C. (Optional) Hold publicized pre-season 
meetings to allow user groups to reserve 
traditional dates and areas or, as an 
alternative, allow “first come” 
reservations not less than 80 days or . 
more than 8 months in advance of the 
event. 

D. Rejection of applications may be 
considered, for instance, because of 
1. Incomplete information 
2. Conflicts with existing authorized use 
3. Unacceptable, significant damages to 

natural, cultural or aesthetic values. 

E.Notify local law enforcement offices 
when permits are issued. 

F.Consider contacting other involved 
agencies, though that burden rests with 
the permittee. 

G. Onsite inspections should be made 
before events to be sure all pre-event 
conditions are met. 

H. Inspection for compliance with permit 
stipulations should be made while the 
event is in progress. 

I. The permittee may be invited, but not 
required, to attend a post event 
inspection, 

J.Where events cross district boundaries, 
send the neighboring district a copy of 
applications. If mutually agreeable, one 
SLUP may be issued with each office 
supplying its own special stipulations. 

K.When concrete information is received 
indicating events will be conducted 
without permit, where permits would 
normally be required, District Managers 
should get the name of the organizer, 
date of the activity, approximate 
number of persons expected, and

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BONNEVILLE: The Run for the Record (300 MPH? 


BONNEVILLE PREVIEW 
By Art Friedman — 
Late summer and the Bonneville has come to be identified with the 350 
freak’s heart turns to thoughts of Yamaha engines that he has already held 
records. Over 100 machines are the LSR with briefly and which still 


expected to turn up for this year’s 
assault on the record book. The 300 
miles per hour figure has been 
mentioned several times. 

There are four attempts that have 
applied for the FIM international 
-sanction under four different: brand 
names: Honda, Kawasaki, Norton, and 
Yamaha. The Honda effort is the Honda 
Hawk which is said to have had over 
$150,000 poured into it. At this time it 
has the fastest. one-way run yet 
recorded, 

However, Harley presently owns the 
motorcycle Land Speed Record. They 
aren’t making a shot at the record 
during speed week this year. Perhaps if 
their record is broken they will come 
out to the salt later. 

Kawasaki’s, shot at the LSR will come 
from Bill Wirges of Princeton, Illinois. 
His machine is a very sophisticated 
streamliner powered by two Kawaski 
750’s. Wirges is well known for his 
ability to do powerful things to 
Kawasakis, and he has a year of 
experience on the salt. 

Another major effort comes from a 
Norton based liner. It’s builders plopped 
down their one-quarter share of the 
$4000 FIM sanctioning fee so you can 
be sure that they are serious. 

The Yamaha streamliner comes from 
the garages of Don Vesco. Vesco's name 





hold the S-AG-700 record. His genius 
for tuning these machines has extended 
past Bonneville to road racing so it 
seems strange that he should switch to 
750cc four-stroke twins of the same 
make. Nonetheless, that is what Vesco 
has done. For a while he toyed with the 
idea of Yamaha snowmobile engines 
because the rules state 
attempts may be made with any engine 
manufactured by а motorcycle 
company. The AMA stood on one foot 
and then on the other for a while and 
couldn’t make up their minds about the 
snowmobile engines so Vesco went to 
the 750 engines. At the time of this 
writing the streamliner is still under 
construction. It may be that the new 
engines will give Vesco some first-year 
bothers, but he knows enough about 
chassis design that he should be able to 
do it if it runs right. 

There will be  streamliners іп 
displacement classes other than open. 
The advantage of this approach is that a 
record can be obtained in a class other 
than open and conceivably be the LSR 
as well, One entry, a Triumph, is using a 
twin engined liner that employs two 
650 engines sleeved down to 600 cc 
each. That put him in 1200 cc class. 

There are 339 records to be shot at 
and equipment of all kinds to try it.

Public opnion is important. Adverse 
legislation can be reduced and possibly 
halted if motorcyclists change their 
attitude and respond now. It is not the 
intention of the following remarks to 
create arguing and bickering among 
ourselves. This will not save riding areas, 
however, the SFVMC would like to 
shake District 37 from their apathetic 
stance. 

At the July 6, 1972, meeting we 
requested financial assitance, trucks for 
hauling trash, toilet facilities, and 
support from district club members. 
The lack of response was pathetic! They 
were more interested in spending 
thousands of dollars fighting a $15 
registration fee that is already law. The 
time to fight bad legislation is before it 
becomes law by: improving public 
opinion. This means running silencers, 
cleaning up trash, and initiating other 
acts that show our responsible 
intentions towards the environment and 
other people’s right. 

Cooler weather would have improved 
attendance; however, the point to be 
made here is attitude.|Our attitudes 
must change. Public opinion will not 
improve with existing attitudes. We 
must not wait until it is cool, 
comfortable, and easy to do the job. 
Trash needs to be cleaned up now, not 
next winter. We need people who are 
wiling to work to save riding areas 
regardless of the rough going or the hot 
weather. 

This cleanup, those who helped, and 
the comments written here аге 
inevitably, to be forgotten. Is this the 
fate of motorcycle riding?

Check Points M.C. announced at the 
District 37 Spoirts Commmittee a week 
ago that they were cancelling their 
Enduro of August 19 due to a hassle 
with BLM. 

BLM required notarized written 
permission from all land owners whose 
property would be crossed, insurance in 
the amount of $10,000 Bodily Injury 
and $100,000 Property Damage plus a 
bond of $1000 per 100 riders. In 
addition, they, must have a letter from 
the County Sheriff and local Highway 
Patrol office. 

Part of the problem began when 
Check Point M.C. waited until July 25 
to notify BLM when they should have 
advised them at the latest by the end of 
May. The course crossed land belonging 
to 80 different individuals апа 
corporations and Check Points simply 
did not have the time to contact all the 
land owners, and in the case of some 
corporations, did not know who to 
contact. 

The insurance requirements are stated 
as “may be required” rather than “shall 
be required” and Russ Penny of BLM 
has agreed that District 37 is a 
responsible organization with rules 
governing all events and the insurance 
probably will not be required. 
Negotiations are still being held and to 
date no conclusion has been reached. 

At the moment there is no need to 
hit the panic button, although you 
should be sure your representatives 
make it to the District meetings. 
Meanwhile, if you are going to hold a 
race, be sure to notify BLM at least 


After he made Amateur, Jack found a 
400 Husky at a good price and Imperial 
Motor Sports offered to help him with 
parts.

: SPECIAL CONDITIONS 

(1) The permittee will furnish a performance 
bond, with exact amount set at the 
District Manager's discretion, depending 
upon the size of the event, potential 
damages, and other factors. A rule of 
thumb would be $1,000 bond per 100 
entrants. It must be made in favor of the 
United States and conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of all terms and 
conditions of the permit, including 
recreation fees. 

(2) The permittee is required to maintain 
comprehensive liability insurance 
covering its operatioris under the permit 
in the following minimum amounts: 

(a) $100,000 for bodily injury to any one 
person and $300,000 for any one 
occurrence. 

(b) $10,000 for property damage for any 
one occurrence. The permittee shall 
cause the United States to be named 
as an additional insured under this 
policy. 

(c) The permittee must submit a 
certificate from an insurer that such 
insurance has been obtained is in 
force, and that the insurer will give 
the United States ten days notice 
prior to cancellation or modification 
of such insurance. 

(3) The permittee agrees to assume 
responsibility for public safety and health 
during any phase of this event, including, 
but not limited to: 

(a) Monitors for spectator control. 

(b) Safety patrolmen on the competitive 
course. 

(c) Chemical toilets in sufficient numbers. 

(d) Trash receptables to handle expected 
need. 

(e) First aid facilities proportionate to the 
size of the event. 

(f) Ambulance on the site. 

(g) Ample communication facilities on 
site to coordinate the event safely 
and to cope with emergencies. 

(4) The permittee must pay the United States 
a recreation use fee of 1096 of" gross 
receipts of the event (defined as income 
from the operation and management of 
the event before deducting costs of 
operations such as cash prizes, taxes, 
insurance, etc.; and to include income 
from participant and spectator fees, food 
and beverage concessions, etc.); or $2.00 
per rider event*, whichever is greater. 
This recreation use fee will be prorated 
on the percent of the course traversing 
public land. There is a $10.00 minimum 
fee for all events. 

(5) The permittee must submit written 
permission from all private landowners 
whose property is affected by the event's 
route, access, pits, parking or any other 
action associated with the event. It is also 
the permittee’s responsibility to contact 
other agencies whose lands may be 
involved. 

(6) The permittee assumes responsibility to 
confine vehicles to the marked course. 

(7) The permittee will take every reasonable 
precaution to protect natural resource 
values, cultural or historic objects, 
aesthetic values, and any improvement on 
the public lands involved. Any 
government-owned structures, property, 
land, or resource harmed or damaged by 





the permittee, participants, or spectators 
associated with the permitted use shall be 
reconstructed, repaired, rehabilitated, and 
restored as may be required by BLM 
within 30 days after the event so that the 
condition thereof in the judgment of 
BLM is at least equal to the condition 
thereof immediately prior to such damage 
or destruction. Permittee further shall 
abate as soon as practicable, апу 
condition existing which may cause harm 
or damage to any person, structure, 
property, land, stream, or wildlife.

who couldn’t possibly have enough 
body surface to cool all that volume; 
the rider who has consumed a 
“substantial” amount of alcohol (you 
know. who you are), are all candidates 
for a *Burn-Out". 

The result could simply be heat 
weakness but it could be much more 
serious. Severe heat stroke often causes 
death within minutes. 

A burn-out makes itself known in 
anyone of four basic ways. 

HEAT WEAKNESS: A feeling of 
fatigue and light-headedness. Neither 
salt nor water depletion is necessary to 
cause this reaction. It is seen mostly in 
unacclimatized spectators standing in 
the sun. Removing these people to a 
cool place is usually all that is necessary. 

HEAT SWELLING: A mild or 
moderate swelling of the hands and feet. 
This normally subsides in seven to ten 
days. The only treatment necessary is 
rest and elevation of the involved 
extremities. 

HEAT EXHAUSTION: There are 
several types of heat exhaustion, 
however, only one is commonly 
encountered in desert racing. This is 
similar to what happens to апу 
out-of-condition person who suddenly 
decides to run a mile, no matter what 
the temperature. 

We all experience heat exhaustion in 
mild form upon completion of a hard 
desert race. Symptoms include thirst, 
fatigue, and fever. Sound familiar? If 
the exhaustion is severe, there will be 


mental confusion and early signs of 
shock. Treatment here consists of rest, 
fluids, and a nice comfortable place in 
the shade. 

HEAT STROKE: This, of course, is 
the most dangerous of the four. TOTAL 
BURN-OUT! The mechanisms which 
regulate body heat have been 
overloaded. Onset in three-fourths of all 
cases is sudden. Early warning signals 


include fast shallow breathing, 
weakness, dizziness, confusion, 
vomiting, diarrhea, muscle cramps, 


thirst, and loss of coordination. 

Generally the body temperature will 
be very high (106 degrees or over), and 
the skin hot and dry. Pulse will be rapid 
and weak. In every case of heat stroke, 
there is obvious involvement of the 
central nervous system, causing 
delirium, seizure and deep coma. It 
must be treated immediately and 
correctly to avoid permanent damage or 
death. 

The goal is to bring the victim’s 
temperature back to normal, 

1. Remove victim to shaded area. 

2. Loosen clothing and remove 
unventilated articles, such as leathers. 

3. Cool Body in any way possible: 
Water, ice, fans, whatever. 

4. Give Fluids, if victim is conscious 
and able to swallow. 


5. If Rescue 3 is available, oxygen 


should be administered. 

6. Get the victim to hospital as 
rapidly as possible. 

It is important to recognize a 
“burn-out” and to know how to deal 
with it. However, prevention is a much 
better solution. Remember the four 
points covered in my first article (page 
14 of the August 18th issue), 
acclimation, proper training, increased 
fluid intake, well-ventilated clothing.

Finishing a review by picking nits can 
sometimes leave the wrong impression, 
but that’s about the order in which the 
DKW impresses you. First-rate 
powerplant, frame, and controls and 
some objectionable details that are a 
matter of personal preference or 
experience, and mainly reflect what 
happened to one or two test riders. 
People knew it was a good bike when it 
was called “Sachs”; it’s even better as a 
DKW. 

In a sense, the best part was saved for 
last. The price of the springer model, 
termed Motocross 125, is $829. The 
suggested retail on the telescopic front 
end racer, the Hornet 125, is $859. 
Change the air cleaner and you’re ready 
to go racing. 


Y incent Reborn 


Plans to market a new, bigger than 
ever, Vincent motorcycle engine have 
been announced by Courage Vincent 
Co. Inc. 

The new engine, according to 
organization co-head Larry MacEachern, 
”will be an updated version of the 
world’s first superbike, the 1000cc 
Vincent Black Shadow.” 

Unlike most motorcycle 
manufacturers, Courage. Vincent Co. 
will initially market only a single model, 
a 1250cc twin. “We’re going for a single 
market,” MacEachern said, “and that’s 
the performance market.” 

For the first year, the Vincent will be 
offered only as an engine- trans- 
mission-electric package, with frames, 
front ends, and other accessories 
available seperately from Courage. 

While not advertising any horsepower 
or torque claims, the Vincent, according 
to MacEacherrn “will offer a 0-60 time 
of 2.8 seconds, a quarter mile time of 
11.9 seconds, and a top speed of 144 
mph." 

Approximately 1200 engine packages 
will be available in. 1973, marketed 
through a nation-wide chain of Courage 
Vincent dealers. The package is set tc 
retail at around $1370. Future plans 
include the marketing of complete 
motorcycles, tenatively by 1974. 

“The Old Vincent”, MacEachern said, 
"was awesome in it's capabilities. We've 
built an engine that not only is bigger, 
but will offer more." *We want to 
emphasize one thing in all our 
advertising and promotion though. The 
Courage Vincent is a true superbike. We 
will make no claims that this is a 
motorcycle for the beginner, nor is it 
for the semi-experienced rider.” It’s an 
engine for the  fully-experienced, 
longtime rider who wants total 
performance for his dollar, without 
having to sacrifice reliability or ease of 
maintenance.”
